TRUE OR FALSE? 

The way that a phoneme (sound) is pronounced does NOT depend on the 
rate of speech. 

People tend to produce the same phonemes (sounds) the same way each 
time. 

Speech has pauses where we would expect them from spaces in written 
language 

Babies can only perceive sound contrasts as they become relevant for the 
language they are learning. 

Visual input can cause a phoneme to sound different. 

People are born being able to perceive all the phonemes of all languages. 
Top-down information does NOT impact phoneme recognition.
